During a telephone conversation with Mr. Roy Weinstein on 
9/24/04 a provisional election was made without traverse to 
prosecute the invention of Group II, claims 2, 4, 6, 8, 10, 12 
and 14 .

Weinstein (6,083,885) discloses An oxide superconductor 
includes a textured superconducting material including an array. . 
of defects with a neutron-fissionable element, or with at least 
one of the following chemical elements: uranium-238, Nd, Mn, Re, 
Th, Sm, V, and Ta . The array of defects is dispersed throughout 
the superconducting material. The superconducting material may 
be the RE. sub. 1 Ba.sub.2 Cu.sub.3 0 . sub . 7 - . delta . compound, 
wherein RE=Y, Nd, La, Sm, Eu, Gd, Dy, Ho, Er, Tm, Yb, Lu; the 
Bi.sub.2 Sr. sub. 2 CaCu.sub.2 O.sub.x, the (Bi, Pb).sub.2 
Sr. sub. 2 CaCu.sub.2 O.sub.x, Bi.sub.2 Sr. sub. 2 Ca.sub.2 Cu.sub.3 
O.sub.x or (Bi, Pb).sub.2 Sr. sub. 2 Ca.sub.2 Cu.sub.3 O.sub.x 
compound; the Tl.sub.2 Ca. sub. 1.5 BaCu.sub.2 O.sub.x or Tl.sub.2 
Ca . sub .2 Ba . sub .2 Cu . sub .3 O . sub . x compound ; or a compound 
involving substitution such as the Nd.sub.l+x Ba.sub.2-x 
Cu.sub.3 O.sub.x compounds. The neutron- fissionable element may 
be uranium-235. The oxide superconductor may include additional 
defects created by fission (Abstract) . The reference 
additionally teaches Pt addition (U-Pt-Y compound) (Col 4, lines 
1-10) . 
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Cited Weinstein 6,525,002 is a DIV of U.S. 6,083,885 
(above) . Sawah (Physica C) also discloses defect compound (s) of 
the formula (U0 . 6PtO . 4) Yba206 (Abstract). 

The prior art, however, does not disclose or fairly suggest 
the instantly recited textured superconductor materials 
comprising a defect compound comprising uranium and a second 
defect element selected from the group consisting of Zr, Pd, Ni, 
Ti, Hf, Ce or Th.
